The plight of Tibet’s Buddhist popula 
tion pales in comparison with America’s 
need for China’s cash. By the time Presi 


dent Bush leaves office, US national debt is

projected to reach about $10 trillion 
half of that is the cost to date of the Iraq 
War, the first since the American Revolu 
tion to be fought primarily with money 
borrowed abroad. Much of the remaining 
$5 trillion is also due to the free-spending 
Bush White House, which, during the 


years the Republicans controlled Congress, 


failed to restrain pork while enacting tax 
cuts that squandered the surplus accrued 
during Bill Clinton's presidency. 

China, of course, holds a huge slice 
of that debt. And you do not need an 
MBA to know it is not smart to insult 


the one who controls your credit cards 
Even a champion of Tibetan liberation 
such as Democratic House Speaker Nan 
cy Pelosi knows that; no doubt that’s 
the reason she seeks to defuse talk of an 
Olympic boycott. 

The day before a small protest of Bud- 
dhist monks was foiled by Chinese security 
forces, sparking the riots that have roiled 
Tibet and prompting demonstrations in 
Chinese communities with substantial 
Tibetan populations, the State Department 
removed China from its list of the top-10 
most repressive nations 

China may not be as totalitarian as it 


once was, but it is = an unregenerate 
authoritarian state. The freedoms that 
China enjoys are principally economic 
The press is regulated, religion co-opted, 
the Internet neutered, and dissent — as 
Tiananmen Square demonstrated — sup 
pressed with deadly force 

The world today is a smaller, more in 
terdependent place since China invaded 
Tibet nearly 60 years ago. The US needs 
China’s help to keep Iran from going 
nuclear and to disarm the North Korean 
nuclear threat. Those important impera 
tives, coupled with incremental steps 
toward a more open society, undoubtedly 
figured in the decision to reassess Amer 
ica’s official view of China as the worst 
sort of international pariah. But these 
factors are symptomatic of America’s ad- 
diction to China’s cash 

China sought to host the Olympics for 


a number of reasons: to demonstrate to its 
own repressed people that its government 
was indeed worthy of respect, to erase 
from international memory the totalitar 
ian stains of the Cultural Revolution and 
the Tiananmen Square massacre, and to 
mark its emergence as a self-confident 
world power 

There is no doubting China’s economic 
might. But China’s rulers are insulated 
and, in many respects, insecure about 
their place in the world. The international 
community’s failure to censure China’s 


support of the murderous Sudanese regime 


is not a mark of approval; it is a ploy that 


allows China to save face, to maintain the 
illusion of dignity in the shadow of mon 
strous and murderous acts. Such is the 
case with Tibet 

The Olympics are a glittering prize that 


was awarded China as, some might say, an 


incentive to better behavior. Others might 
call the games a bribe 

The point is now moot. The Olympics 
viewed through the prism of China’s con 
quest and occupation of Tibet, are proving 


to be not a source of strength but a point of 


vulnerability. How confident can China be 
of its place in the world if it must pressure 
neighboring Nepal into closing the peak 

of Mount Everest, over which the Olympic 


torch is supposed to pass, because it fears a 
pro-Tibetan expression of sympathy? What 


should be a moment of glory, will instead 


be a moment of ignominy — for China and 


for the world.

Double Down and Ho!lywood-up 


Playing the facts 
against the fiction of 21 


Sometimes Hollywood gets 

it right; sometimes Hol- 
lywood . . . ah, elaborates. 
This week sees the release 

of the latest movie to 

emerge from Hollywood's 
seemingly compulsive 

gamble on Boston — Robert 
Luketic’s 21, “inspired by” 
writer Ben Mezrich’s (mostly) 
nonfiction bestseller Bringing 
Down the House: The Inside Story 

of Six M.LT. Students Who Took 
Vegas for Millions. In addition to 
a pair of weeks of shooting in 
Nevada's City of Sin, filmmak- 
ers spent six weeks on location 
around Boston and Cambridge 
this past year. 

Speaking from his suite at 
the Four Seasons during a recent 
promotional tour, Jim Stur- 
gess, the 26-year-old Londoner 
who plays the lead role of card- 
counting genius Ben Campbell, 
outlined the version of Mezrich’s 
book that made it to the screen. 
In 21, Campbell is a middle-class 
genius from Southie who attends 
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classes at MIT. On week- 

ends, he and four classmates 

(Not five? Hmmm?) fly to 

Vegas and win thousands by 

beating the blackjack tables 

Even Campbell's widowed 

mother, struggling to pro- 

vide her son with an educa- 
tion, doesn’t know about 

the scheme. During all this, 

Campbell and a teammate 

(played by Kate Bosworth) 
hook up. 

In the book, on the other 
hand, the character is named 
Kevin Lewis. Sturgess ex- 
plains that producers couldn't 
use that name in the script 
“due to [unspecified] legal 
reasons.” So why not just 
call the hero Jeff Ma, the real 
name of the now-public math 
whiz who beat the house? And 
how much of the film is actu- 

ally based on Mezrich’s text, 

which, according to its author, 
is “about 90 percent completely 
factual”? Ma and Mezrich, also along for the 
press tour, address these questions. 

Ma, a Chinese-American, doubts the ne 
cessity of casting an Asian to portray him on 
celluloid. “What was most important,” he 
says, “was that [the movie] captured a few 
fundamental things that were so quintes- 
sential to who 1 am right now, and who 1 was 
before, the transformation that happened 
to me, where I went from being an MIT nerd 
to all of a sudden being confident enough to 
land a girl like Kate Bosworth.” 

Did Ma date a member of his blackjack 
squad? No, but he did date an NFL cheerlead 
er. “I met her in Vegas. Beautiful woman. Not 
someone that, if 1 was walking in the streets 
of Cambridge, would ever have talked to me.” 

“There are a lot of things {in the movie} 
that are taken directly from Jeff's experienc 
es in Vegas,” says Mezrich. But, he cautions, 
the third act of the film “is definitely the 
“Hollywood’ act.” (Spoiler alert, y'all. 

Wait, you mean there wasn’t a conniving 
math professor (Kevin Spacey) abusing his 
students’ trust for personal gain? 

“That part was a little bit ‘Hollywooded 
up,’” says Ma. “The reality is that while they 
captured some things really well, the actual 
storyline is changed quite a bit. Like, where 
I'm from, and my family. Speaking of 
dad's coming to the screening tonight.”

Freedom Watch 


THE GRAY LADY, 
THE FCC, AND 
INDECENCY 


Phoenix readers must think I’m obsessed 

with four-letter locker-room words, but 
I’m really not. What I’m obsessed with is the 
crucial role the press plays in fighting for and 
preserving First Amendment freedoms. Two re 
cent “Freedom Watch” columns — “Newspapers 
Censor Bono’s Fucking Gaffe” (March 14) and 
“The Briefly Indecent Boston Globe” (March 21 
criticized the Boston Globe’s practice of not using 
expletives in print and online news reports, 
even when the words are central to the story. 
My concern started with a Globe report on an up- 
coming Supreme Court case, which will review 
whether the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion (FCC) can punish broadcast networks for 
fleeting expletives (naughty words that creep 
into live broadcasts inadvertently). Globe editor 
Martin Baron agreed that he and I would sim- 
ply have to disagree on this issue. So be it. 

But somehow my resignation over the 
Globe's policy did not prepare me for the almost 
absurdly ironic lead editorial in the March 23 
Sunday New York Times, “The Supreme Court and 
Indecency.” While expressing concern over the 
upcoming Supreme Court case, Times editorial- 
ists managed not to mention the precise words 
that stirred up the censorship pot 

“The words the commission finds so of- 
fensive, and so in need of punishment” notes 
the editorial, “are the sort commonly heard in 
PG-rated movies and walking down the street.” 
Despite the contended ubiquity of these words 
in our culture, the Times gingerly refers to them 
as “a few bad words,” and, further on, merely 
as “expletives.” 

Even more outrageous, the Times editorial 
criticizes the FCC for having induced the net- 
works’ self-censorship. “[The FCC's policy] leads 
broadcasters to engage in self-censorship to steer 
clear of the government's wrath,” intones the 
editorial. “That self-censorship deprives the pub- 
lic of important cultural and artistic expression.” 

Taking a page from the same playbook as the 
Globe (which is owned by the New York Times 
Company), the Times’ editorialists have censored 
themselves, keeping the paper’s generally intel- 
ligent and sophisticated readers in the dark as 
to precisely what the Supreme Court case is all 
about, surely information as important to the 
public as the “cultural and artistic expression” 
excised by the networks. It's not clear whether 
the Cray Lady’s editorialists recognized the irony 
presented by its own style book, which caused 
the paper to self-censor in precisely the way the 
FCC tyranny causes the networks to self-censor, 
or whether the editorialists fell into this trap 
with their eyes closed. But it hardly matters. 

The bottom line is that the Times is not ina 
very good position to criticize the self-censorship 
generated in the networks by the FCC, since the 
newspaper self-censors even without a govern- 
mental threat. Such self-censorship gives aid and 
comfort to the FCC — after all, if a word is not “fit 
to print,” then it’s not fit to be broadcast

WITH THE NEWS THAT 

FLORIDA AND MICHIGAN ARE 

UNLIKELY TO REDO THEIR 
primaries, it’s become even more probable 
that Barack Obama will be the Democratic 
presidential nominee. And, as we’ve been 
reminded endlessly (and often needlessly), 
if elected, he’ll make history as our first 
African-American president. 

But putting race aside, if Obama makes it 
to the White House, he’ll also have to surpass 
a number of other historical milestones. 

@ No candidate in the modern primary 
era has ever been elected in November 
after failing to win more than one of the 
nation’s seven largest states in either its 
pre-convention primary or, if the state 
didn’t hold a primary, its caucuses. 

That will be the case if Obama loses 
Pennsylvania in April. (Admittedly, no 
one who lost six out of seven large states 
has ever been nominated either, so perhaps 
Obama can make history twice.) 

@ No Democrat who hails from north 
of the Mason-Dixon Line has been elected 
president since John Kennedy in 1960 

@ No candidate in the modern era has 
ever been elected president with a vot- 
ing record that could be identified as his 


party’s most liberal or conservative, yet 
the National Journal found Obama to be the 
most liberal senator this past year after 
computing his Senate voting record. (The 
previous closest attempts by candidates on 
the comprable extreme were made by the 
Right’s Barry Goldwater in 1964 and the 
Left’s George McGovern in 1972, and we 
know what happened to them.) 

@ Except for arguably Abraham 
Lincoln (admittedly an auspicious excep- 
tion), no candidate has ever been elected 
to the presidency with as little significant 
state or national political experience as 
Obama's. (Jimmy Carter, in 1976, came 
the closest.) 

There’s one other worrisome, though 
not ironclad, precedent possibly standing 
in Obama’s way. Though the polls are all 
over the lot at this point, according to the 
Real Clear Politics average, Obama cur- 
rently trails John McCain by only a point 
or two. That’s a margin that easily could 
be eliminated, and, unto itself, would 
seem to be no great cause for concern. But 
history suggests otherwise 

At this point in the election cycle — 
before any fear of the unknown has set 
in — challengers are often running much 
better against their incumbent-party oppo- 


nents. In 1988, Michael Dukakis had about 
a 10-point lead over George Bush (the 
senior and then-vice-president), only to 
lose by around eight — an 18-point swing. 

Ditto in 2000. George Bush (the young- 
er) had about a similar 10-point lead over 
Al Gore at this stage, only to see the lead 
shrink to nothing by Election Day. 

In fact, that’s been the usual pattern. 
In 1976, Carter led Gerald Ford by 10 points 
in the spring, and even McGovern in the 
spring of 1972 found himself running 
roughly even with Richard Nixon (albeit 
with a potential George Wallace third- 
party candidacy in the mix). By November, 
the incumbent had surged considerably in 
both cases 

Even in 2004, John Kerry ended up 
doing worse in November than he had in 
the spring, at least according to the CNN/ 
Gallup poll that gave him a five-point lead 
in April. 

The only modern exceptions to this 
involved Bill Clinton, in 1992, and Ronald 
Reagan, in 1980. In both elections, the 
insurgents came from behind. But both 
faced notably different circumstances 
than Obama does. 

First, Clinton and Reagan got to run 
against unpopular incumbents. McCain is 
not George Bush — no matter how much 
Obama may try to tie the two together. 

Second, in both 1992 and 1980, there 
were significant third-party candidacies 

H. Ross Perot and John Anderson, respec- 
tively). Like most Independent candida- 
cies, their ire was aimed primarily at the 
status quo (and thus the incumbent), 
hanging the dynamic of the race. These 
third-party candidacies also made it easier 
for the insurgent to win without having 
t ncentrate on getting so percent of 
1e vote in every state. That pattern seems 
likely to be replicated this year. 

Democrats have been reassuring them- 
selves that, so far, their poor showing in 
the national match-ups against McCain 
is because their party is currently divided 
in a bitter primary struggle that will be 
resolved by the time the fall campaign 
begins. And, by then, the electorate will 
know Obama better. 

But all these precedents add up to 
suggest that if Obama becomes our 44th 
president, the 2008 campaign will define 
a new American electoral era, with a new 
set of patterns. Obama’s supporters have 
been promising that their movement will 
revolutionize our politics. If they’re going 
to win, they'd better be right. ©

State.) The question then is whether, amid the 
showdown between the governor and House 
Speaker Sal DiMasi, they and other parties 
have dug themselves in so deeply that they are 
unable to move toward middle ground. 

Patrick’s bill died in some measure, 
according to several observers, because until 
the last moment the governor resisted any 
modifications to his proposal. Some House 
members would have supported it if they 
could have amended his bill to connect rev 
enues from gambling more directly to local 
aid, while others wanted to add an allow 
ance for slot machines at existing race tracks 
turning them into so-called racinos 

By the time Patrick did open up to those 
options, DiMasi was in no mood for com- 
promise — if he ever had been. By a narrow 
margin, a joint committee sent the bill to 
the floor without the option of amendment, 
leading to the overwhelming vote by the full 
membership to bury the bill for the remain 
der of the year, essentially dooming it. 

“They used inside-baseball procedures to 
kill it without any debate, any amendment, 
any compromise,” says Tim Sullivan, com 
munications director for the Massachusetts 
AFL-CIO, which favors expanded gaming. 

To win the negative recommendation he 
sought from the committee, DiMasi report 

1 to allow a racino bill to come 
te. On the surface, that was 
win for racino proponents, such as 
Representative David Flynn of Bridgewater 
and, crucially for the committee vote, 
Representative Richard Ross of Wrentham

They have seen support for their proposal 
grow in recent years, particularly with the 
reality of racino-style gambling just min 
utes from the state border at Rhode Island's 
Twin River a significant number 
of representatives who voted to kill Patrick’ 
bill support allowing slot machines at exist

But on its own, the racino measure looks 
equally doomed. In the eyes of many legisla- 
tors who voted against Patrick’s bill, racinos 
provide all of the social ills of casinos with far 
fewer jobs and revenues. 

“The reality of the slot-machine vote is 
that we probably won't win that, either,” 
says Kathi-Ann Reinstein, a Revere repre- 
sentative who strongly favors gaming in 
the state. (An inner-ear infection prevented 
Reinstein from participating in this past 
week’s vote, but she says she would have 
voted in favor of Patrick's bill.) 

Plus, a law that would allow slots at race 
tracks would also automatically clear the

path for Indian tribes to do the same — 
virtually ensuring the success of Mashpee 
Wampanoag plans for a mega-casino in 
Southeastern Massachusetts. 

And almost everyone on Beacon Hill 
agrees that, if the Wampanoag’s casino is 
inevitable — currently a matter of debate — 
some version of Patrick’s casino bill will sure- 
ly pass. The thinking is, if the state is going 

unloose the gambling genie at all, it needs 
to pass a full-fledged casino bill. 

So, it appears that casinos can’t win 
without racinos, and vice-versa. But the two 
together, in the right package, probably can. 
In fact, Reinstein suspects that, had Patrick’s 
bill been amended to include racinos, it would 

ave passed. Others agree with Reinstein’s 
assessment, noting that Robert DeLeo, the 
powerful House Ways & Means chair, has 
*xpressed some support for race-track slots.

Boston state rep Martin Walsh intended to call 
for two casinos and either two or three raci 
nos.

“There is no question in my mind,” says 
Walsh, “that that legislation would have gone 
through the legislature.” 

That path failed, observers say, because, 
by the late stages, both Patrick and DiMasi 
were battling for victory, not principle. “The 
governor needed a fight” to expose DiMasi 
us the obstacle to progress, says a source 

se to Patrick. “He chose this fight, even 
hough from day one the chances of win 
were not great.” 
he vote drew near, Patrick switched 
ind encouraged amendments to his 
ill. By then, sources say, DiMasi 
ommitted to killing the bill and pre 
his own revenue plans in the House 
t proposal, already being shaped 
ehind the scenes. 
1e two lead players were not the only 
nes who became more intransigent over 
the course of the debate. Labor unions, who 
fought hard for Patrick’s proposal and who 
have previously supported racinos, signaled 
their unwillingness to accept anything less 
the full-scale casino plan. On the day 
of the floor vote, the Massachusetts AFL-CIO 
sent House members a letter warning that 
racinos are not an acceptable alternative to 
full-scale resort casinos. 

Race-track owners, meanwhile, declined 
to ride to Patrick’s rescue at the last minute, 
when he dropped his opposition to slots. 

In addition, some House members are 
said to resent the way that DiMasi has been 
portrayed in the press, as having strong- 
armed their votes. Out of loyalty to their 
leader, they may now be unwilling to help 
the governor by signing on to a new casino 
plan, regardless of its merits.

Perhaps, a few months from now, 
when the spotlight glare is on other mat- 
ters, all of these players can quietly get 
together and create the compromise bill 
that would satisfy the governor and most 
legislators — and most of the state’s resi- 
dents. At the moment, however, that’s 
not a bet many are willing to make. 
“Maybe it will be different in three or four 
months,” says Walsh, 
“but right now, I think 
you could come back 
and craft the perfect 
compromise legislation, 
and it’s going to suffer 
the same fate.” 


SCHOOL CRISIS 

Lost in the din of that 
casino showdown was a 
stunning development 
that promises to pro- 
vide political fireworks 
in Boston over the 
coming months. 

The new superin- 
tendent of Boston's 
Public Schools (BPS), 
Carol Johnson, dropped 
a bombshell this past 
week, declaring that 
her department has 
discovered an unantici- 
pated budget problem 
so severe that millions 
of dollars’ worth of 
programs must be cut — 
some schools may even 
be forced to close. 

For ambitious members of Boston’s 
City Council, it’s a perfect softbail served 
over the plate: Tom Menino proposing to 
dramatically cut public-school programs. 
If there is going to be an opportunity to 
grandstand against the incumbent mayor 
on an issue, this should be it. 

So far, however, councilors are hold- 
ing their fire, awaiting the details that 
will come next month in Menino’s budget 
proposal. And with those pols restraining 
themselves, the news failed to register 
much public discussion. 

By this time next month, however, 
things are bound to change. One city 
councilor rumored to have mayoral ambi- 
tions tells the Phoenix that he “definitely” 
will challenge Menino on the issue during 
council-budget hearings. 

According to the BPS and Menino’s 
office, if no cuts are made, next year’s 
schools budget would be $846 million — 
eight percent above the current year’s 
allotment. 

Menino wants to ask for $815 million — 
a four-percent increase — in the budget he 
will send to the City Council next month, 
so he is insisting that the school com- 
mittee find $30.7 million to excise. This 
past week, committee members unveiled 
administrative cuts that get them halfway 
there, setting the stage for some $15 mil- 
lion in program cuts yet to be floated. That 
could include reductions in after-school 
programs and teachers’ aides, and even 
school closings. 

The news didn’t make much of a 
splash outside of City Hall, but inside, it’s 
unleashed a tsunami of speculation. “There 
is like a fear-filled drama behind the scenes 
about what is going to get cut,” says one 
city councilor. “The rumors are just flying 
around here.” 

Already, some are casting doubt 
about the veracity of the claims coming 
from Menino’s office about the size of 
the shortfall, in ways that suggest how 
contentious the coming budget hearings 
might be. “My gut says that they’re try- 
ing to manage expectations,” says one 
top council staffer. “Then the mayor

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gets to ride in with his budget and look 
like a hero.” 

“Historicaily, when a new superin- 
tendent comes in, there’s always claims 
of a huge deficit,” along with a big bud- 
get request, says another council aide. 
“They know that the new person won't be 
turned down.” 

Menino’s people insist that the deficit 
is all too real. Indeed, 
Boston is hardly alone. 
All over the country, ris- 
ing health-insurance and 
gasoline prices, combined 
with tightening state 
budgets, are straining to 
meet the demands of fed- 
eral mandates. Miami- 
Dade County, in Florida, 
expects a $200 million 
deficit next year. San 
Francisco may be forced 
to lay off more than 500 
teachers. 

“It’s as real as real can 
be,” says John Connolly, 
newly named vice-chair 
of the City Council's 
education committee. 
“There will be tough 
decisions on how to close 
the shortfall without 
ceding any ground on 
education.” 

Whether the claims 
are real or inflated 
might make little dif- 
ference when political 
stakes are high — and they don’t come 
higher than in school-budget debates. 

As vice-chair of the Ways & Means 
Committee, Michael Flaherty will almost 
certainly try to make political hay of any 
cuts Menino proposes. John Tobin, who 
has made education one of his central 
issues, will do the same. 

Staffers suggest a likely angle of attack. 
Much of the BPS problem, they say, comes 
from a form of “budget creep,” when pro- 
grams that are initially paid for by grants 
end up costing the department big bucks. 
Federal Title I funding to Boston, for 
example, has been dropping by some $3.5 
million a year, but nobody seems keen to 
end the programs — like family-outreach 
coordinators — that are no longer receiving 
that funding. So, it has to come out of the 
BPS budget. 

Menino and his BPS administrators have 
created this problem, critics charge, because 
they have been too willing to announce — 
and take political credit for — those new 
initiatives when the grants are available, 
and unwilling to take the heat for canceling 
those programs, or preventing them from 
growing beyond their funding. 

“These are [former superintendent] Tom 
Payzant’s proposals, that they started, and 
now Carol Johnson is left holding the bag,” 
says one City Council aide. “It’s great to 
propose things, but how about figuring out 
whether they are financially viable in the 
long run?” 

Making things tougher, Johnson may 
have to tackle the problem — and the council- 
budget hearings — without the guy who has 
been running the district operations, chief 
operating officer James Mcintyre. Mcintyre 
has just accepted the superintendent’s job in 
Knox County, Tennessee. 

Menino might be lucky that the scope 
of the school-budget problem did escape 
notice until now, says one councilor. “I 
can’t believe that if [Johnson] was given 
these numbers,” he says, “that she would 
have taken the job.” ©

BILL GAGE HAS DOWN SYNDROME, BUT HIS ROCK BAND RULES ay ian sanos 





THRILL BILL

atching Bill Gage perform 
with his band, BILL, is an 
eye-opening experience. You 
go in not knowing what to 
expect, maybe even a little 
nervous on behalf of everyone involved — the 
crowd, the band, yourself. But then you're 
witness to a sizzling and raw hard-rock dis- 
play, and your reservations vanish. 

Gage doesn’t so much sing songs as tear 
through them, his vocals occasionally sound- 
ing as if they’re coming from someone twice 
his size. As he sings “Big Foot,” a track off of 
the band’s second and most recent album, Bat 
Man, Gage bellows the title line over and over, 
all the while pacing back and forth like some 
caged beast, swaying to the ominous, indus- 
trial-ish score. You think for sure his voice is 
going to give out any moment, but it never 
does. It’s magnificent. 

“I had a boss once who’d seen Chuck 
Berry, Buddy Holly, James Brown,” notes 
Gage’s older brother, John Gage, who plays 
guitar, among other things, for BILL (the 
band, he insists, is spelled in all capital let- 
ters). “So I was playing a tape of Bill, and 
he had just walked into the place where we 
worked, and he says, ‘Who is that — Muddy 
Waters?’ And I was, like, here is a guy who 
has seen James Brown, and he’s saying Bill 
sounds like this 40-year-old black man.” 

Bill isn’t Muddy Waters, obviously, and he 
isn’t James Brown, either. But he is a rock-and- 
roll trailblazer in one respect: though he is an 


exuberant performer and a natural rock vocal 
ist, Bill has Down syndrome. 


A PRETTY GOOD TIME 

I’m sitting with most of the band in the TV 
room of BILL guitarist Greg Ansin’s spacious 
two-story South End apartment. Ansin, Bill 
and John, drummer Daren Follower, and bass- 
ist Gaylen Moore (John’s fiancée) have recently 
finished taking some publicity shots. Instru- 
ments are scattered throughout the apartment. 
The band (minus guitarist Eric Morin, who’s 
not around today) will be playing together after 
leave. Bill seems very excited about this. 

As for our conversation . . . it’s odd, even 
by rock-band-interview standards. John had 
warned me by e-mail that his brother isn’t 
“much for small talk and storytelling (out- 
side of some of his songs).” John, on the other 
hand, loves to talk. Which is fine. Because 
nobody knows BILL better than John, who 
has collaborated with his brother on the proj 
ect for more than 20 years. 

According to John, the brothers — who, at 
46 and 42, are no youngsters — each developed 
an interest in the arts in the late ’7os while 
growing up in Laconia, New Hampshire. 
“You'd go by Bill’s room and it would sound 
like there’s a couple of TV shows going on at 
the same time. He's performing little skits 
and doing characters back and forth, and he’s 
got music playing. 

“So there I was, this lonely teenager, 
without a circle of friends. I was like, ‘Wow

that sounds like he’s having a pretty good 
time in there.’” 

John would eventually move to Boston and 
play in rock bands, including, briefly in 1986, 
the Zinnias, with Magnetic Fields’ Stephin 
Merritt. Bill would sometimes visit from New 
Hampshire. In 1987, John had the idea of put 
ting together a band fronted by Bill to play an 
open-mic night. The fledgling band — John, 
Follower, and Bill — went on without any song 
list.

Before long, BILL began to cut 
into John’s time — mostly because, in order 
for the group to get together, John would have 
to spend a few days ferrying his brother to 
and from Laconia. (Sure enough, that’s how 
Bill got to our interview. He still resides in 
New Hampshire, living in a shared home and 
working a Custodial job through Lakes Region 
Community Services. 

It also stressed out his family. “It was 
a big production whenever we'd do some 
thing,” says John. Eventually, though, 
the Gages warmed to the idea of the band, 
john explains.

Put your money where your mouth is 


BRAISED SHORT RIBS Falling-apart tender, but bring a hearing aid. 


It’s hard to say we're in a recession since 

bank buildings are being made into 
expensive restaurants. We'll know we're really 
in deep yogurt when bank lobbies are being 
remade into homeless shelters and expensive 
restaurants are being converted into cafete- 
rias. Bang (pronounced “bank”) took over the 
old Penny Savings Bank building in the South 
End, gutted the interior, and gave it a fancier 
facade. Most restaurants in former bank lob- 
bies keep some of the trimmings, but here 
every possible reference to thrift has been ex- 
punged. They even redid the floor (unless the 
bank had a zebra-striped floor) and erected a 
complicated overhead structure of plywood 
ribs that gives one the feeling of being under 
a forest canopy. There’s also a rainforest vibe 
to the zebrawood-plywood tables, chairs, and 
wall sections. It’s all visually intriguing until 
you walk into the remarkable wall of sound 
that it reflects. 

The readers, in unison: how loud is it? 

Bangq is so loud that I had to write my 
notes twice as large on the page to be able 
to read them. It’s so loud that it cleans your 
jewelry while you dine. It’s so loud that the 
background music, which pounds at the 
other noise like a fullback hitting the line, 
sounds like disco even when it isn’t. But seri- 
ously, folks, Bang is so loud that you can’t 
understand anyone across the table, and it’s 
hard even to taste the food. 

And that’s a shame, because some of it 
is quite good, and all of it looks terrific — or 
would if you were sitting in a brighter place. 
Did I mention that it’s dark, too? Banq is so 
dark that at some tables you have to use big- 
ger gestures in sign language. 

The readers, in unison: never mind about the 
dark jokes. How was the food? 

The food is not-really-fusion with a gener- 
ally French technique and some careful Asian 
flavors. The meal starts with veggie chips and 
a dip, perhaps cheese-based. The breadbasket 
features a novel fried cracker bread, round 
like a mini-pita but crisp and bubbly. 


The menu has two kinds of appetizers: 
“Asian Amuse,” which is a couple of bites, 
and “Yin and Yang for the Soul,” which are 
small plates. Of the former, my favorite was 
coho salmon ($4.50). It’s impaled on a stick 
of sugar cane and looks like a tiny orange 
popsicle with a bit of sauce on top. It hada 
nice, fresh flavor and half of a golden-pear 
tomato as a garnish. The “Fire-Charred 
Sea Scallop” ($5.50) wasn’t all that large or 
charred, but it, too, was tasty, and its bed 
of black lentils and a bit of frisee gave it the 
look of a micro-entrée. A duck confit samosa 
($5) is two pasties instead of the classic pyra- 
mid shape, and I couldn’t taste the duck over 
the Chinese five-spice powder. 

In the other group of appetizers, the yin 
might be gray sole ($12) rolled around wild 
mushrooms and black rice, with a garnish 
of excellent beet and carrot. Yin and yang 
seemed in balance in the small but impec- 
cable lemongrass-scented mussels ($9) and 
the flash-seared Vietnamese shrimp ($12). 
The shrimp aren't really wok-seared, but are 
nicely undercooked with cellophane noodles 
and a tortilla-chip cup of lively shredded- 
coconut salad. A rice croquette with veal 
breast meat and cheese inside ($11) was one 
of the better arancini I’ve had. This kitchen 
can fry. The only appetizer that doesn’t work 
yet is “Tea Smoked Quail and Date Cigar” 
($12). It’s really a pair of mini-enchiladas, 
but the wrapper masks the stuffing flavors. 

Entrées are pretty much yang. My fa- 
vorites were the pan-seared Muscovy duck 
breast ($25) and the char-grilled haddock 
($24). The duck breast wasn’t seriously seared 
either, but it was lean and delicious, with 
snow peas, a bit of mashed cauliflower, and 
a heap of shredded bell pepper and mush- 
rooms. The haddock was a superior piece of 
fish, cooked just below the flake point, as it 
should be, with a crisp crust, a“chestnut” 
Tagout (actually stewed water chestnuts), 
and a tomato-olive cream sauce that just 
wouldn't quit. 


There's also grilled cod ($26), but it wasn’t 
as great. It’s garnished with beautiful slices 
of lotus root and some nice bitter greens 
Braised short ribs ($22) bring a boneless 
chunk, falling-apart tender and quite good 
with sweet potato “fries.” Zucchini and tofu 
steak ($19) is more like a burger, served on 
a bed of noodles with chopped tomato (real 
ketchup might have been better) and a sprig 
of anise basil. As vegan entrées go, it was 
stodgy but acceptable. But with a South 
Asian chef, how about some aloo chole and a 
salad? Or, in the Southeast Asian style Bang 
is mostly using, one of the Vietnamese 
coconut-milk vegetable curries? 

The wine list is split, America versus 
World (a world consisting mostly of France), 
and it’s fairly priced, with some bottles as 
low as the high $20s. We tried the 2004 Louis 
Bernard Gigondas ($39), a serious Rh6ne that 
needs a little more age, I think. It was quite 
astringent with appetizers, but opened up in 
the glass by the time we got to the entrées. A 
supplementary glass of 2007 Crios de Susana 
Balbo malbec ($9) from Argentina was easier 
drinking and more fruit-forward. Decaf ($2) 
and cappuccino ($4) were fine. A glass of 
moscato d'Asti ($6/glass; $26/bottle) with 
dessert was light and refreshing, and had 
that wonderful mock-orange scent. Taylor 
Fladgate 20-year tawny port ($12) was too 
subtle for the loud room (or it came from a 
long-open bottle and had faded). 

The dessert course was the weakest. My 
favorite thing was the chocolate créme briilée 
($9) served on a platter with an edible flower 
and three little cups, the others filled with a 
conventional créme briilée and two scoops of 
strawberry sorbet. Chocolate cake ($9) was a 
cupcake of molten chocolate cake with blah 
vanilla ice cream. Chocolate hazelnut torte 
($10) was a pyramid of what I would describe 
as frozen mousse with cherries and blueber- 
ries. A“five-spice pear pie” tart ($9) had little 
discernable spice or pear flavor, so it was re- 
ally about the raspberry sorbet. 

Service was good on a full night, and 
remarkably accurate in the din. The crowd 
appears young and out for fun, so maybe the 
noise is intended to set up the line, “Why 
don’t we go somewhere quieter to talk? How 
about my apartment?” ©

Jewishfilm.2008 explores the frontiers

Virtually every major city in this country 
hosts at least one “Jewish Film Festival” each 
year (even Baton Rouge and Dayton), and if it 
seems there’s a paucity of worthwhile movies 
to fill up all those dockets, it’s still moving to 
view the phenomenon as a cultural sound- 
ing, as dispatches from an anxious frontier 
The implicit effort to form some cohesive idea 
of “Jewish cinema” is doomed to struggle, 
because it confronts the same essence of 
2oth-century history that diasporized the 
race all over again. “Jewish cinema” is largely 
a cinema about living on the fringes of every 
where, and knowing the flux of human life 
across national lines better than the nations 
themselves. 

If only this translated into better films 
The one significant fiction feature in the 
Brandeis-centered Jewishfilm.2008 appears 
to be Ilya Motyleff & Sidney Goldin’s THE 
CANTOR’S SON (1937; Brandeis: March 30 @ 
4:15 pm), a grittier, more thoroughly musi- 
cal, New York-shot revision of The Jazz Singer's 
Narrative template that may be the most 
exhilarating example yet exhumed of the 
once-thriving, completely global Yiddish cin 
ema, which was made in the “ghetto tongue 
and therefore was screenable in any city with 
Jews, from San Francisco to Warsaw. Robert 
Thalheim’s AM ENDE KOMMEN TOURISTEN|AND 
ALONG COME TOURISTS (2007; HFA: April 4 @ 

7 pm; Brandeis: April 6 @ 7 pm) is an ener- 
vating and, finally, tasteless fizzle about a 
preposterously hunky German lad (Alexander 
Fehling) whose civil-service stint requires 
him to work at Auschwitz. There, no sur- 
prise, he develops a testy relationship with a 


amp-survivor codger (who of course learns to 
spect the naive kid) and a moony romance 
1 a Cute camp-tour guide. 

As always, the documentaries rule — it 
may be that, given the legacy of Jewish life 
during the short history of movies, non-fic- 
tion is the culture’s most eloquent form. 
Nadav Schirman’s THE CHAMPAGNE SPY (2007; 
ICA: April 5 @ 7 pm; Brandeis: April 13 @ 4:15 
pm) recounts the life of Wolfgang Lotz, the 
Mossad agent who lived a double life as an ex- 
Nazi playboy in Egypt, and who, as he upset 
Nasser’s nuclear program and arranged mail 
bombs, also began to prefer his decadent 
cover to his “real” life and even married his 
German lover while his Israeli wife waited in 
Paris. It’s a great, cautionary espionage tale, 
if told in Schirman’s film with far too much 
self-involved spy-movie flash and overripe 
mood, pretentiously posing Lotz’s grown son 
as the wandering, trenchcoated protagonist 
of his own investigative “thriller.” 

Archival history is also mined with pas- 
sion in Lena Einhorn’s NINA’S JOURNEY (2007; 
Brandeis: April 3 @ 7 pm), which explores 
the youth of the filmmaker’s mother in the 
Warsaw Chetto, and Yves Jeuland’s COMME 
UN JUIF EN FRANCE|BEING JEWISH IN FRANCE 

2007; Brandeis: March 30 @ noon), a three- 
hour portrait of the Gallic people’s love-hate 
relationship with Jews and their own liber- 
alism. But Ran Tal’s CHILDREN OF THE SUN 

2007; Brandeis: April 12 @ 8:30 pm) sticks to 
the frontal lobe — a personal oral history of 
the kibbutz, using only found footage and 
home movies, and narrated exclusively by 
aged kibbutzniks whose memories volley 
between idyllic and traumatized. Tal’s film 
makes it gently clear that though the kibbutz 
may have been, in many ways, a utopia, like 
all philosophically motivated utopias it was 
fated to extremism, backward thinking, and 
ubermensch silliness, and the children end 
up paying the highest price ofall. ©

War games 


Army of Two fights the good fight — mostly

September 11 has featured prominently 

in books, movies, and TV shows, but 
video games have danced around the subject 
— until now. An early scene in Army of Two 
shows a character waking up to an image of 
the Twin Towers burning on his television 
screen. We’re not used to seeing games grap- 
ple with topical issues, and it’s all the more 
disconcerting when that painful memory is 
used as a jumping-off point for scenes of gon- 
zo satire. Your two-man squad drop into the 
real-life war zones of Afghanistan and Iraq, 
where they encounter, among other Snidely 
Whiplash-esque evildoers, turban- 
wearing suicide bombers who run 
around shrieking and waving their 
hands over their heads. 

The tone of the game is on shaky 
ground. At first Army ofTwo seems a 
parody of macho stereotypes, giving = 
us two protagonists who call each 
other “bro,” help each other tenderly 
onto ledges and through doorways, 
and always seem about one second 
from making out. But the goofiness 
wanes as the primary story line 
Starts to take shape and the heroes 
find themselves duped into clearing 
the way for total privatization of the 
American military. It’s heavy stuff, 
and even if it’s handled in a ham-handed 
way, you have to appreciate that Electronic 
Arts had the stones to attempt it at all. 

As a tactical shooter, Army of Two hews to 
the Gears of War playbook. Levels are littered 
with low objects to provide cover. Gunfights 
tend to be stop-and-pop affairs. Your char- 
acters don’t have life meters and don’t find 
health packs; instead, hiding from enemy 
gunfire for a few moments will rejuvenate 
them. Where the action distinguishes itself 
is in the strategic use of the “Aggro meter.” 
Firing your weapon draws the attention of 
your enemies, and that frees your partner 
to flank them. The Aggro meter is displayed

prominently atop the screen, but it’s rep- 
resented more helpfully by the characters 
themselves. The character gaining Aggro 
begins to glow red while his partner grad- 
ually turns transparent. Such a simple 
thing, but that’s why it’s so effective: 
there’s no question about your status. 

Deploying Aggro in order to flank en- 
emies makes up the bulk of Army of Two's 
gameplay, and it’s also the most effective 
use of the two-man premise. Although the 
designers implemented several other tan- 
dem actions, most of them feel girmmicky. 
The “dual snipe” feature, in which 
both characters fire at long-distance 
targets simultaneously, can be used 
only when prescribed by the design- 
ers. Ditto for the sequences in which 
one character holds a shield while 
the other one fires. If you could ma- 
nipulate the environment at will in 
order to do this, it’d be spectacular. 
As itis, you may be wondering why 
there are so many unused riot shields 
lying around. 

The biggest drawback is Army of 
Two’s lack of big-money moments. 
Apart from a couple of obligatory ve- 
hicular missions, there’s not much 
variety in the shooting-gallery lay- 
out of the maps. Many crucial actions take 
place in cutscenes rather than gameplay. 
In-game dramatic events feel perfunctory 
instead of epic. During one of Army of Two's 
attempts at a set piece, a dash across the 
deck of a sinking aircraft carrier, I couldn’t 
help recalling how much more memorably 
a similar sequence was executed in the 
opening minutes of Call of Duty 4. 

Of course, if we compared every game 
to Call of Duty4, they'd all seem like failures. 
Army of Two succeeds somewhat as a shooter, 
and it succeeds somewhat as a satire. 
That’s somewhat more than most games 
ever achieve. ©

Remembrances 


Liz Lerman and Sayat Nova team up

PRESERVING ARMENIAN CULTURE — and evolving out of 
the performers’ need to testify to a heritage of sorrow. 


“Out of Darkness” — a one-time per- 

formance by Liz Lerman’s Dance Ex- 
change from Washington, DC, and the Bos- 
ton-based Armenian dance company Sayat 
Nova — worked under the assumption that 
remembered pain can be translated into ef- 
fective stage action. Using this therapeutic 
process, the groups tried to go beyond heal- 
ing or even catharsis to probe the politics of 
identity and the meaning of history. 

I’m not sure any new insight was 
brought to old outrages Saturday night at 
the Cutler Majestic Theatre, but there was 
plenty of affirmation for the convinced, 
and maybe some consciousness raising 
for those who knew little about the Turk- 
ish-Armenian troubles of the early 20th 
century. 

Sayat Nova’s mission is to preserve Ar 
menian culture through dance, and the 
troupe has recently become involved in the 
controversy over whether the term “geno- 
cide” should be applied to the large-scale 
slaughter of Armenians in 1915. If this is 
more than a semantic argument, I think it 
doesn’t pertain only to the Armenians, or 
to the Jews of the Holocaust. What about 
Tibet, Cambodia, Darfur, Kosovo, East 
Timor — just to name a few scenes of cul- 
tural devastation in recent years? For me, 
the “genocide” question is about confront- 
ing the fanaticism that destroys people for 
being who they are and getting in the way. 

The tangled politics of power can’t 
yield up their complexities in anything as 
abstract as dance behavior, so storytelling 
and verbal documentation have become 
essential to the weightier efforts of com 
munity art. The three parts of “Out of 
Darkness” seem to have evolved out of the 
performers’ need to testify — in words, 
mimed scenes, and folkloric dances — toa 
heritage of sorrow. 


In A Child Questions Histor 
which was seco 
by Sayat Nova’s director, Apo 
Ashjian, dancers step forward 
and lip-synch recorded fam 
ily vignettes of abductions, 
disappearances, and vil- 
lages overrun while gruesome 
photographs of victims are 
projected on the backdrop. 
For most of the piece, a grand- 
mother sits on the edge of the 
stage telling stories to a child 
while the ensemble dances 
behind them. 

Tribal memories thread 
through these folk dances set 
to recorded ethno-pop music. 
Four big bozos in red fezzes 
strut into the gently swaying 
lines and circles of women, the 
stepping grapevine formations 
of men. They carry one woman 
off. The dancing continues. 

In A Prologue of Pictures, folk dances are 
lightly inflected to suggest women’s sad- 
ness and parting, militant calisthenics for 
the men. Lines of men and women link 
up, separate. The 4o-member ensemble 
surmounts everything with a smily, socko 
chorus-line closer, joined by a few Dance 
Exchangers. This piece was collaboratively 
choreographed by Ashjian and Dance Ex- 
change producing artistic director Peter 
DiMuro and dancer Sarah Strassfeld. 

Liz Lerman’s piece, Small Dances About 
Big Ideas, was created for a prestigious 2005 
conference at Harvard about the Niirnberg 
trials of Nazi leaders. An ambitious series 
of scenes evoked the human consequences 
of war’s impersonal machinations. Ex- 
tremely long and talky, the piece avoided 
pleasurable displays of dancing, relying in- 
stead on ritualized gestures and economi- 
cal group patterns. Peter DiMuro played a 
self-described “translator” offering homi- 
lies and simulated thoughtfulness. A jury 
assembles before a crazed judge. A frenzied 
rape victim attacks the judge, a man clam 
ors for attention behind a wall of people, a 
possible master and slave end up in a des- 
perate embrace. 

At some point, the lights were turned 
on and the audience was encouraged to get 
into a discussion about genocide. DiMuro 
then processed some of the comments into 
a sequence of gestures we were all sup- 
posed to execute, imprinting our thoughts 
or sending our memories out to the stars. 
Some people get into this sort of thing. I 
thought it embarrassing in the 1970s, and 
I still do. 

Whatever you name the crime or 
whoever you blame it on, ethnic erasure 
haunts those who’ve been touched by it. 
You can’t make it all better with a kiss or a 
song, but maybe it hurts less. ©

In a world that seems ever more synthetic 
and controlling, street art poses as a guerrilla 
force pushing back. Its rascally, outlaw, bad 
boy cool feels free, real. Our postmodern (or 
maybe early post-postmodern) art world suf 
fers from its own artificiality complex. So it 
mines urban style for authenticity, for ener 
gy, for street cred. Which brings us to “Street 
Level,” the fun, hip new exhibit organized by 
Duke University’s Nasher Museum and now 
up at the Institute of Contemporary Art, with 
work by Mark Bradford, William Cordova, 
and Robin Rhode 

The South Africa—born, Berlin-based 
Rhode seems to enter into the chalk-and-oil 
stick drawings that he graffitis onto walls 
and streets like a hip-hop Harold and the Purple 
Crayon. In his lyrical 2005 video Untitled, Har- 
vest, we watch a series of still shots of Rhode 
planting (chalk) seeds and watering them. 
They sprout wavy chalk lines with dots on 
top that he mows down with a scythe. They 
sprout again forming a bed frame, and he 
lies down under a real sheet — maybe just 
a sleeping man or maybe a corpse under a 
shroud. In his 2004 video He Cot Game, Rhode 
sketches a basketball hoop with chalk on 
pavement and then seems to leap, somer 
sault, and dunk a real basketball. The magic 
is in his held poses, which feel like frozen 
frames of action, and in the framing. The 
camera looks down at the ground, but we feel 
that we're looking across at a wall, so though 
Rhode is lying on the ground, he seems to be 
flying through the air 

Los Angeles artist Mark Bradford collects 
posters from city walls and fences and pastes 


them into giant collages 
Europeans like Mimmo Ro 
tella made stuff like this in 
the 60s, but Rotella tended 
to retain the posters’ imag- 
ery, whereas Bradford often 
creates abstract patterns that 
recall maps of cities. Tempo 
rary (2005) is a billboard-sized 
expanse of white paper dot 
ted with asymmetrical ur- 
ban-like grids of pink, black, 
and gray paper or tape, with 
red yarn lines circulating 
through. Bradford often lay- 
ers paper over yarn and then 
tears, sands, and scrapes it 
down, making his surfaces 
seductively ragged and worn, 
like the patchwork layers 
of posters you see pasted 
around cities. His art has the 
grandeur and gritty nostal 
gia of shuttered mills and 
abandoned buildings — our 
modern ruins 

The Peru-born, Hous 
ton-based William Cordova 
makes drawings, collages, 
sculptures and videos often 
featuring graffiti and strange 
accumulations of tires, stereo 
speakers, shoes, or bottles 
His drawings here are okay, 
but his Oradores, Oradores, Ora- 
dores (p'a Audrea Jones, Ana Maria 
Rodriguez y Betsy Tregar) (2007 
‘08) is a striking block of more 
than 100 stacked-up old stereo 
speakers set on a wood plat 
form and surrounded by bits 
of broken wood and shattered records. It looks 
like a monument or crypt, like the Kaaba at 
Mecca, the monolith from 2001: A Space Odyssey, 
and a thrift-store storage room rolled into one. 
Peering through gaps between the speakers, 
you find the structure is hollow, and set inside 
are Santana albums, Toni Morrison's book 
Sula, a book on Pinochet's oppressive regime in 
Chile, and a record of a speech by Adam Clay 
ton Powell. Walk around to the back comer of 
the sculpture and you find that the speakers 
are stacked lower and painted with names 
Seale, Newton, Mao, Chavez, Cleaver. The 
people mentioned in the title are among these 
names: Jones was a leader of a Boston Black 
Panther branch in the '7os; Rodriguez and 
Tregar were teachers who formed the Roxbury 
social-service organization La Alianza Hispana 
in 1968. (The art world has '6os nostalgia bad 
these days, as if everyone were looking back 
for some good old activist days because today’s 
troubles are too scary to engage directly. 

All these people — activists and radicals

are either old or dead. “Oradores” is Span- 
ish for “orators,” and there’s a double mean- 
ing in English of “speakers” as both orators 
and stereo equipment (stereo speaker being 
“altavoz” in Spanish). The dead speakers are 
a wall of sound that has been silenced. But 
Cordova also seems to be punning on “orar,” 
Spanish for “to pray” — turning the sculpture 
into a shrine while suggesting what options 
we're left with. 

Also on view at the ICA, organized by 
assistant curator Emily Moore Brouillet, is 
“Momentum 10: Ranjani Shettar,” which 
presents her new sculpture Sun-sneezers blow 
light bubbles. Shettar, who is based in Banga- 
lore, was enamored of the filtered natural 
light in the galleries when she visited the 
ICA last year, and that led her to consider the 
apparently widespread condition that causes 
people to sneeze when exposed to bright sun- 
light. Whatever, the result is charming, a 
trio of gold-looking muslin-wrapped lacquer 
and tamarind-kernel powder-covered globes 
and wings assembled from accumulated 
rings and hoops that hang from the ceiling. 
The light, airy, open forms resemble bubbles 
and maple-tree seed pods and chandeliers 
floating and delicately spinning in the air. 


0) Looking for the opposite of street art? 
Check out the eight long, time-warp- 
ing videos by Belgian artist David Claerbout 
at MIT’s List Visual Arts Center, a show 
organized by the Centre Pompidou in Paris. 
Bordeaux Piece (2004) is a weird soap opera 
about a father and son who seem to be vying 
for the same lady. The gimmick is that the 
same 10-minute scenario was shot over and 
over between dawn and dusk, so each time 
it repeats, the light changes with the pass- 
ing of the sun. The whole cycle takes nearly 
44 hours. Much of it takes place in bright 
daylight, when the changes are practically 
imperceptible. 

In The Stack (2002), the sun crosses behind 
a tangle of elevated roads, shining on dirt and 
debris below and occasionally spotlighting a 
sleeping man hidden in foreground shadows. 
An old photo of a lobby of a modern build- 
ing fills the foreground of Shadow Piece (2005). 
Claerbout uses special effects to add footage 
of people outside approaching the doors and 
trying to get in. They are locked out of the 
photo, the past; we are locked inside. 

Other videos seem almost completely 
motionless. Kindergarteners are forever still, 
standing outside in a plaza, even as two trees 
rustle in the wind. Four people stand frozen 

utside some building. A cracked-up airplane 
hangs above a lush Vietnamese valley. The 
effect can be frustrating and tedious — inten- 
tionally so— but at Claerbout’s best the vid 
eos become odd, dislocating meditations on 
photography, light, memory, andtime. ©

Bring the drama Scare tactics 


High School Confidential’s missed opportunity | When comics were too crude for school

UNREAL High School Confidential takes teen problems seriously — too bad it's not better. 


‘©) 1 loathed the four years I spent par- 
ticipating in suburban high-school 
dramas. Years later, like many of my kind, 
I’ve become both deeply attached to and emo- 
tionally consumed with watching televised 
portrayals of them. I think of it as a strange 
and masochistic hobby. For example, I like to 
torture myself with what never happened to 
me. I have seen the “Self-Esteem” (a/k/a “The 
Boiler Room”) episode of My So-Called Life more 
times than I can count. I also have a lasting 
attachment to stories that allow me a nos- 
talgic identification with a set of characters 
— Freaks 6 Geeks and Degrassi have been deli- 
cious comfort, and I’m still obsessed with R.]J. 
Cutler’s award-winning PBS documentary 
series American High. 

But these programs are long gone. In the 
current ceuvre of celluloid adolescent mis- 
adventures, it’s difficult to find a show that 
stands apart. High School Confidential (WE, Mon- 
days @ 10 pm), a multi-part documentary 
by first-time filmmaker Sharon Liese, has 
attempted to do so, as others have, by choos- 
ing a specific niche. In this case, it’s girls, 
and only girls. High School chronicles 12 young 
women navigating grades 9-12 in Overland 
Park, Kansas. It’s a worthy goal on Liese’s 
part, this desire to depict an actual, small 
ish-town high-school experience for girls 
about to go through it, girls in the thick of 
it, glown women still reflecting on what the 
hell happened, and parents about to embark 
upon it with their daughters. Each episode 
focuses on the story of one or two girls as 
it unfolded over the course of the four-year 
filming. If there weren't so many issues with 
the execution — it really isn’t the girls’ fault! 
— High School could have been great. 

Teenage girls derive a marked satisfac- 
tion from the gory, escapist thorns of faux 
glamor. (See the ratings for TheO.C., Gossip 


Girl, The Hills.) This doesn’t mean they don’t 
simultaneously seek out the stripped, iden 
tifiable realism that American High and now 
High School embody. Given Liese’s intention 
to record the specific-yet-universal coming- 
of-age struggle, she would have been wise to 
pinpoint it as it happens. The girls are given 
cameras, but two episodes in, the scenes 
they shot have barely made it through or, 
worse, serve as visual filler. It’s heartbreak- 
ing to think of what was edited out. Instead, 
we get stagy interviews taped in what looks 
like a private confessional room. Except that 
it’s packed with people — parents, or the 
awkward profile of another subject peeking 
into the frame, waiting for her chance to 
talk. Just about everything we learn about 


the girls’ lives comes from those talking-head 


interviews. 

Last week's High School followed Courtney, 
a religious, anxiety-ridden soccer star who is 
battling the pressures of academics, school 
sports, and her family. When her little sister 
becomes pregnant at 15 and carries her baby 
to term, Courtney’s yarn shifts, and her role 
as “the responsible one” evolves. “Being your 
own person is the most important thing you 
can do in high school,” she says. Although 
it’s thrilling to hear that she’s come closer to 
finding herself by the time she graduates, 
it’s also sad, and disappointing, to have the 


majority of her relatable failures and triumphs 


analyzed and presented in retrospect. The all- 


hope-is-not-lost message is necessary, and the 
girls’ reflections are refreshing. But High School 


Confidential glosses over the “Before” picture 
— and the pain — just to get to the relieved, 
smiling “After.” And the one-four-year-story 
per-episode structure doesn’t help. It would 
mean so much more if the show itself hadn't 
been in such a rush to get to the payoff, to 
leave all those decisive moments behind. ©

In the years after World War Il, American 
society was in flux, and its kids were rebel 
ling full-speed ahead. The older generation, 
looking for something to blame for juvenile 
delinquency other than, say, bad parenting 


and schools, zeroed in on an easy target: Crime 


Does Not Pay, Shock Suspense Stories, Young Love , 
and their kind — the vivid, gaudy, low-class 
comic books their children were reading 

That’s the story behind David Hajdu’s The 
Ten-Cent Plague: The Great Comic-Book Scare and 
How It Changed America. After a few chapters 
describing the dawn of the American comics 
industry, he turns his attention to the paral 
lel evolution of the publishers who tried to 
churn out stuff kids would flock to, the cre- 
ators who balanced “art” against “product,” 
and the bluenoses who piayed on public fear 
for children’s well-being to make themselves 
known as defenders of virtue. 

A steady ripple of anti-comics senti- 
ment was crystallized in the early sos by 
Fredric Wertham’s book Seduction of the Inno-

corrupted America’s youth. 


cent — there were TV news “exposés,” mass 
comic-book burnings, local bans on comics, 
and Senate hearings at which Bill Gaines, 
who published the legendarily in-your-face 
EC Comics line, tripped himself up. Gaines’s 
testimony was built around a contradiction, 
as Hajdu smartly points out: he argued both 
that comics were harmless fun that couldn't 
really affect their readers at all and that they 
were morally uplifting, educational tools 
that could make their readers better people 

He couldn't have it both ways, and the 
industry threw itself on its sword, institut 
ing the Comics Code, which stipulated, for 
instance, that “policemen, judges, govern 
ment officials, respected institutions shall 
never be presented in such a way as to create 
disrespect for established authority.” “Natu 
rally,” an editorial note in the final issues of 
EC’s most hellraising comics snarked, “with 
comic-magazine censorship now a fact, we at 
EC look forward to an immediate drop in the 
crime and juvenile delinquency rate of the 
United States.” 

Hajdu (author of a biography of Billy Stray- 
horn and the Dylan-and-friends chronicle 
Positively 4th Street) is a lively, meticulous writer: 
he based the book on more than 150 inter- 
views with cartoonists and readers who lived 
through the era, and his delight in describ 
ing lurid images is infectious. (About a cover 
drawing from Crime Does Not Pay, he writes: 
“Gambling, alcohol, sex, shooting, brawling, 
knifing — Charles Biro packed in nearly every 

thing that mid-century America consid- 
ered sinful except jazz and homosexual- 
ity, although we can guess what kind of 
music would have been playing in that 
bar, and what were those two men doing 
on the balcony, anyway?”) But he doesn’t 
have a lot to add to what was already 
known about the class war he describes. 
What’s also disappointing is that 
Hajdu doesn’t follow up on the second 
half of his subtitle: he credits comics 
with helping to create “the popular cul- 
ture of the postwar era” but doesn’t have 
much to say about how the comics scare 
went on to affect popular culture. Aside 
from putting a lot of cartoonists out of 
work (a 15-page appendix is simply a 
list of names of people who never again 
worked in comics after the mid ’sos) and 
forcing EC to convert its most enduring 
comic, Mad, into a magazine in order to 
survive, the scare seems not to have had 
much of a lasting effect outside the in 
dustry. (Or, in the long run, within: the 
Comics Code still exists, but it’s toothless 
and all but abandoned.) It was comics 
themselves that changed America; the 
scare Hajdu lovingly details barely im- 
peded that change. ©

Leo Genovese tries to play what he doesn’t know; plus David Torn’s Prezens

Spalding vocal feature, “Chacarera,” ap- 
proached the folkloric 6/8 Argentine dance 
form abstractly. Genovese — diminutive, 
dark, bearded — has a mischievous, elfin 
presence behind the keyboard, and a wicked 
laugh, and it’s a hoot to watch the glamor 
ous, Afro’d Spalding trade deadpan responses 
to his broken-English effusions. His humor 
and warmth are part of what prevents his 
music from becoming forbidding 

“The main thing about Leo is his spirit,” 
says Gullotti. “Every time he plays, he’s always 
positive.” He adds, “Only two pianists have 
played with the Fringe — Tim Ray and Leo.” 
Hal Crook: “There is no ‘fat’ in Leo’s music; it’s 
just healthy, lean, mean, organic jazz.” 

Genovese comes from Venado Tuerto, a 
town about 300 miles west of Buenos Aires 
He was drawn to the piano by hearing his 
older brother's lessons. As a teenager he 
played rock and funk, and at college in Ro- 
sario he studied classical — the only music 
in the curriculum besides Argentine popular 
music. At college he heard more and more 


jazz through friends. One friend gave him a 
cassette of the Miles Davis Quintet’s Nefertiti. 
“I remember the feeling of putting that on 
and not understanding anything at all but 
digging it 200 percent,” Genovese tells me 
over tea at the 1369 Coffeehouse in Inman 
Square. A Berklee recruitment audition in 
Buenos Aires led to a scholarship. 

When Genovese names the bands who 
have influenced him — that Nefertiti Davis 
Quintet with Wayne Shorter and Herbie 
Hancock, Weather Report, the Keith Jarrett 
Quartet with Dewey Redman, Charlie Haden 
and Paul Motian, and Wayne Shorter’s cur 
rent quartet with Danilo Pérez — he says the 
thing they ail have in common is “looseness.” 
He adds, “When I hear those bands, there are 
many things I don’t understand, and I don’t 
want to understand, and I don’t need to under 
stand, and I love them.” 

For talented young players, the pull of New 
York is always strong, but for now Genovese 
is happy being in Boston. Thus far he has one 
homonymous Planet Safety CD on Soul Note, 
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released last year, and a FreshSound/New Tal- 
ent CD under his own name from 2004. He’s 
finished recording Spalding’s debut Heads Up 
CD and has recorded another trio of his own 
with bassist Justin Purtill and drummer Joe 
Hunt. “I really don’t know where the thing 

is taking me or taking us. I don’t know and I 
don’t want to know. I’m enjoying the fact that 
I don’t know. It’s the best place to be.” 


0) If Genovese sticks to his guns, maybe he 
1 achieve something of the focused 
serenity of guitarist David Torn. Now 54, Torn 
has survived a life-threatening brain tumor 
and the travails of the music business, those 
mitigated by film-score work (most recently, 
No Country for Old Men) and recording or produc 
ing albums with the likes of David Bowie and 

Jeff Beck. At the same time, he has serious 
avant-garde bona fides. A week ago Thurs 
day, he brought his Prezens band into the 
Regattabar — in essence the Tim Berne Hard 
Cell trio, with keyboardist Craig Taborn and 
drummer Tom Rainey. 

This was a glorious noise band, spontane 
ous free improvisations all the way — the first 
piece was an uninterrupted 47 minutes. But 
this quartet have played together a lot (last 
year they released Prezens on ECM), and they 
have their procedures. Torn, another diminu- 
tive genius, wore a big fur cap like a crown 
throughout the set. He would begin quietly, 
creating throbbing sustained chords on his 
guitar, or coaxing whooshing sounds from a 
giant effects box in front of him. Berne would 
float in on his alto sax with some fluttery 
free-bop figures while Taborn’s keyboards be- 
gan to chirp and squeak. The velocity would 
begin to pick up, and then, BANC!, Rainey 
would kick in with a hard funk-rock beat 
laced with muscly cross-rhythms. The music 
would build and subside, build and subside, 
patterns emerging from the maelstrom, then 
disintegrating. At its peaks of velocity and 
volume, it was a beautiful squall, and you 
could hardly tell which sounds were emanat- 
ing from which instruments. The music’s 
shifts seemed based not on chord patterns or 
tunes but on rhythmic and dynamic cues. 

At times, Rainey and Taborn created a hard, 

abstract funk that, together with the wails 

of Torn and Berne, suggested the outest of 

Miles Davis's early-’7os electric bands. Then 

the smoke would clear, Rainey bringing it 

all down with his brushes to a whisper, and 
in the space between noise and silence 

Torn would look over at Berne with the be- 
ginnings ofasmile. ©

Solo shot 


Gary Louris leaves the Jayhawks behind

ALIVE AND WELL Louris’s desire to make music didn’t 


end with his old band. 


‘©) Gary Louris had no grand designs 
for the beginning of his solo career. 
“The Jayhawks just seemed to have run 
their course,” he says of the long-run- 
ning Minneapolis-based alt-country 
band he formed with Mark Olson in 
1985. Olson left the group following 
1995's Tomorrow the Green Grass, but Louris 
continued recording and touring with 
the Jayhawks for another decade; the 
band’s last studio disc, Rainy Day Music, 
came out in 2003. “We were running a 
bit on fumes,” he admits. “Not in terms 
of popularity or anything, but in terms 
of inspiration. It seems like there’s a 
certain lifespan for a band, and ours was 
longer than most.” What hadn’t run its 
course was Louris’s desire to keep mak- 
ing music. “So 1 just decided to use my 
own name.” 

Louris’s new Vagabonds (Rykodisc) 
sounds like the child of such low-key 
circumstances, a waiin set of cozy folk- 
rock jams that won't shock Jayhawks 
fans. He recorded the CD in LA: Chris 
Robinson of the Black Crowes produced 
(with help from Thom Monahan, a 
former Pernice Brother who’s helmed 
records by Devendra Banhart and Bright- 
black Morning Light), members of the 
Black Crowes and San Francisco’s Vetiver 
serve as the backing band, and Susanna 
Hoffs, Johnathan Rice, the Chapin 


Sisters, and Rilo Kiley front- 
woman Jenny Lewis all con- 
tribute backing vocals as the 
so-called Laurel Canyon Fam 
ily Choir. 

Louris says Vagabonds had a 
couple of “false starts” in his 
basement studio in Minne- 
apolis. “I felt a little bit un- 
sure about what I was doing. 
I needed someone to help me 
navigate the forest, to figure 
out which songs to do and 
how to do them.” He’d known 
Robinson since 1991. “We’re 
good friends and we thinka 
lot alike. Even though we’re 
different on the outside, we 
come from the same place 
inside.” 

On Louris’s current tour, 
which hits the Somerville 
Theatre Tuesday, Vetiver will 
be his backing band. (Pedal- 
steel player Eric Heywood, on 
loan from Ray LaMontagne’s 
group, is also part of the en- 
semble.) Louris says he likes 
the idea of “a guy hooking 
up with a band. It’s not like 
throwing five strangers in a 
room and you all have to fig- 
ure out where you fit in.” 

Vetiver frontman Andy 
Cabic says learning to back up another 
singer-songwriter wasn’t much of a 
trick: Cabic also plays with Banhart, 
and Vetiver’s music “isn’t far off in the 
spectrum of sounds” from what the 
Jayhawks did. What was a challenge, 
he admits with a laugh, was learning 
roughly 30 songs — the Vagabonds ma- 
terial, as well as Jayhawks tunes and 
a handful of covers — during a single 
week of rehearsals in Minneapolis prior 
to the tour’s first stop in Denver on 
March 23. He says the live arrangements 
are “a little more simplified” than those 
on the album; with no keyboard player 
on board, “the mixture is more guitar- 
heavy and sounds less produced.” 

Looking beyond Vagabonds, Louris says 
his goal as a solo artist is “to make more 
records more often. I have a lot of mate- 
rial, and I’m just trying to figure out the 
musical waters here.” Some of his demos 
lean in a more modern-sounding pop di- 
rection, he says; some feature lots of syn- 
thesizers. “I don’t write songs with any 
particular purpose. I’m not one of those 
people who goes to the office every morn- 
ing and writes no matter what. I have 
to feel that the muse is with me. I hear 
something, then! write it.” ©

Noise boys 


Wolf Eyes take their show on the road

For the better part of the past decade, 

Michigan’s Wolf Eyes have made some 
of the most feral, ear-stinging, metal-ma- 
chine-gone-mad music this side of anywhere 
(or at least west of Japan). Alongside Rhode 
Island's Lighting Bolt and New York's Pruri 
ent, the trio of Nate Young, John Olson, and 
Mike Connelly have been at the epicenter of 
an explosive North American noise scene 

As the band prepared for a US tour that 
will bring them to the Middle East upstairs 
next Thursday, I exchanged a brief flurry of 
e-mails with guitarist and tape manipula 
tor Conneliy, whose recent tour with his 
other full-time band, Hair Police, had been 
cut short by a traffic accident. (No one was 
hurt.) Connelly is the band’s newest mem- 
ber, filling the shoes of reel-to-reel and elec 
tronics whiz Aaron Dilloway, who left Wolf 
Eyes to live in Nepal. 

As he tells it, the transition was an easy 
one. “After Dilloway left the band, Nate and 
John were deciding on who to fill his place. 
While it was a few months before they 
ultimately decided on me (and no, I didn’t 
‘audition’ or anything like that), it ended up 
feeling very natural. I had been a huge fan, 
of course, for years. Some of the earliest Hair 
Police gigs were with Wolf Eyes. So, first 
practice, we just ran through the songs, and 
I more or less hit every part. I mean, I think 
I'd seen them play ‘Village Oblivia’ over 50 
times at that point!!”

The band are now working on the follow- 
up to 2006’s Human Animal (Sub Pop). There 
have been limited-edition cassette and CD-R 
releases in the meantime — too many to 
count, really, and Connelly will only venture 
a guess. But these small-run releases are not 
simply tour souvenir throw-aways for the mer 
ch table — representing some of the group's 
abstract, experimental work, they provide ma- 
terial for subsequent full-length albums. “One 
approach cannot exist without the other,” says 
Connelly. “Our proper albums are culmina 
tions of jams, rehearsals, and shows that are 
documented on the CD-Rs or tapes. 

And though Wolf Eyes are prolific, their 
songs evolve over periods of experimentation 
and rumination. “Usually,” Connelly points 
out, “we'll set aside days for songwriting. 
We'll all bring in ideas, sounds, and what 
not to help craft a song. Once we have some 
sort of basis, we’ll just start jamming over 
it, changing it, fine-tuning it until it sounds 
nothing like it did the first day but so much 
better. It’s rare that a song will be instantly 
good and no changes are made to it, even 
over the course of a year or more.” 

It’s really during the band’s cacopho- 
nous, beer-soaked live shows that songs 
are fleshed out. As Connelly admits, a song 
can sound completely different from show 
to show. And how do audiences around the 
country react to their raw, fist-pumping 
performances?

R.E.M.s ‘back-to-basics’ disguise

0) When “Supernatural Superserious” 

— the advance single from R.E.M.’'s first 
studio album in four years, Accelerate (Warner 
Bros.) — was released on-line last month, the 
song got pegged in various reviews: it was a 
Velvet Underground cop, it was Michael Stipe 
getting sensitive again, it was a conscious 
throwback to early R.E.M. You could make a 
case for all three. But “Supernatural Superse 
rious” is something else as well, something 
far more profound, something that announc 
es itself from the opening chords: it’s “Louie 
Louie.” True, no band ever made a late-career 
statement of purpose just by quoting “Louie 
Louie” — but it never hurts. 

And Accelerate is very much a statement of 
purpose — an inspiring, open-hearted record 
disguised as a bunch of back-to-basics rock 
songs. In both mood and sound, it harks back 
to Lifes Rich Pageant (1986) — the first R.E.M. 
album to include political songs, and the first 
to abandon jangle for a fuzzier guitar sound 

Certain Accelerate songs recall Lifes Rich Pageant 
— particularly “Until the Day Is Done,” which 
could be “Swan Swan H” and “Flowers of 
Guatelama” mashed together.) The comeback 
buzz on Accelerate began before the album was 
even recorded, much less released — just as it 
had with R.E.M.’s previous album, the false- 
alarm Around the Sun. Sure enough, Rolling Stone 
just gave the new album a comeback-type re 
view, and Spin slapped the word “resurrected” 
on its current R.E.M. cover story. 

There really wasn’t anything to resurrect, 
however: R.E.M.’s only real crime in the 
past decade has been to make albums that 
don’t sound great at first listen — or even the 
fifth — but reveal themselves over time. And 
that’s enough to lose an audience in the era 
of single-track downloads and iPod shuffles. 
It’s been years (eight, to be precise) since a 
major band (Radiohead) have gotten away 
with an audience-confounding album (Kid 
A). R.E.M. made two in a row with Up (1998) 
and Reveal (2001) — releases whose slow 


tempos and oblique structures alienated 
the mass following the band had garnered 
a decade earlier. It took the Rhino/Wamer 
reissue serie; three years ago to compel a 
re-evaluation of those albums — especially 
the lovely Reveal, which now sounds like an 
homage both to prog-rock and to the South 
2 othic tinge R.E.M. had explored in 
the past. (The tired-sounding Around the Sun 
remains a full-fledged dud.) 

Accelerate requires no effort at all to ap- 
preciate. Recorded mostly live and sound- 
ing like it, this one turns R.E.M. back 
into a guitar band, flies by in less than 35 
minutes, and seems unforced in a way their 
last “back to rock” album, 1994's Monster, 
didn’t. A product of the grunge era, Monster 
had intensity but very little joy. Accelerate 
has plenty of joy. The McCartney bass lines 
that Mike Mills throws into “Man Sized 
Wreath,” Peter Buck's rediscovery of the 
fuzzbox, and the willfully silly “I’m Gonna 
Dj” all attest to a band who're enjoying 
themselves again. 

Yet you don’t sense the whole point 
is to turn back the clock. Take away the 
requisite anti-Bush lyrics (and the related 
“Houston,” about a Katrina exile) and 
Accelerate is largely about staring down 
a midlife crisis. Parts of the disc seem 
pitched to a certain audience — people 
with romantic associations of R.E.M. 
from their college-radio days who are now 
checking back in. “Sing for the Subma- 
rines” courts that audience by working a 
batch of old R.E.M. titles into the lyrics, 
and by adapting a warm Beatlesque sound. 
It works because Stipe sounds as down- 
to-earth as he ever has, and because the 
reassurance he offers seems honest. It’s 
an obvious topic for R.E.M. to write about 
as the members hover around 50, just as 
the rocking tone of Accelerate is an obvious 
move at this point. Sometimes the obvious 
can be a beautiful thing. ©

Such is the premise of a press 
release issued by Aldo Leopardi, an Australian-born dentist 
who — get this — rocks. Dr. Leopardi takes endless delight 
in juxtaposing the apparently irreconcilable positions of 
dentistry and rocking, perhaps under the assumption that 
his square day job gives a novel twist to his insufferable 
MOR vanity rock. He may be right — I’m sure “dentist that 
rocks” makes a more interesting human-interest story 
than “rocker that sucks.” 

“Sexy sounds? From a dentist? From this dedicated 
specialist who has become a leading lecturer in his field of 
prosthodontics, the sound is sublime.” 

Additional amusement can be found on his MySpace 
page (myspace.com/aldoleopardi), where he further 
belabors the dentist/rock dichotomy: “Growing up in 
Adelaide, Australia, Aldo Leopardi was the rebel student 
sitting in the back of dental-school class sporting a black 
AC/DC muscle T-shirt and crazed hairstyle.” The image 
becomes even more remarkable when you consider that 
he likely paid a great deal of money to sit back there in his 
bad-ass gear and fight the power.

It’s definitely an adorable display of 
miniature showmanship, but the absurdly serious tone 
of the press release makes me more than a little bit un 
easy. It’s a whirlwind recap of endorsement deals, TV 
appearances, and grandiose claims culminating in the 
Berklee invitation — all for a kid who’s way too young to 
comprehend his career choice. 

Most telling bit: the parents say that their son is “con- 
sidered the Tiger Woods of the music industry.” In other 
words, they’re delusional. 

Although I’m loath to dis a little kid, I’m not sure I’m 
buying the prodigy business. He’s definitely a child with 
the physical ability to hit drums with drumsticks, but 
if you ignore the fact that he’s three, he’s just a shitty 
drummer. Maybe his early start will make him perform 
at the level of a 15-year-old drummer when he’s 12, but in 
the meantime, let’s not worry too much about the little 
drummer boy’s denying some hardworking virtuoso a spot 
at Berklee. My editor, being an actual journalist, took the 
time to contact Berklee:

The Laurie Anderson world view

aurie Anderson is the world’s pre 
eminent performance artist — a 
musician, writer, and electronics 
and visual wizard. The 60-year- 
old New Yorker’s fascination with 
technology in everyday life has inspired 
her work since her independently pro- 
duced recording “O Superman” became a 
counterculture smash in 1981. 

Since then, Anderson's 10 albums and 
ambitious stage works have propelled her 
from SoHo art spaces to symphony halls. 
This Saturday she returns to Boston’s Op- 
era House to perform Homeland, an epic 
poem wrapped in a rock concert that prom 
ises to be her most electronic and impro- 
visational production. She spoke with me 
by phone from the Tribeca loft she shares 
with her boyfriend, Lou Reed. 


IS HOMELAND OVERTLY POLITICAL? Maybe co 
vertly, like most of my work. Not all its sto 
ries are political. It’s a great time for stories. 
People are listening in a sharper way right 
now, trying to evaluate stories the candidates 
are telling. So this is a very wordy piece. 


ARE YOU CAUGHT UP IN THIS ELECTION? | think 
everybody is. Everyone's aware that we're 
dealing with a lot of important issues 
For example, I feel more aware of budgets 
which doesn’t sound glamorous but was 
a part of what I was thinking about while 
writing Homeland. It’s odd that nobody re 
ally talks about the cost of the war. We have 
750 military bases around the world; our 
military budget is bigger than the rest of the 
world’s combined. While it is important for 
candidates to talk about health care and edu 
cation, talking about the resources we spend 
on war is taboo — even though we wouldn't 
have any trouble in other areas if we allotted 
that much spending to them. 


| THINK MOST AMERICANS ARE OVERWHELMED 
BY THE COST OF LIVING. People got shocked. 
“How am I gonna afford that new iPod?” 
“How am I gonna avoid getting kicked out 
into the street?” When you see Obama ap 
pealing to “hope,” you realize how fearful 
people have become — full of paranoia and 
fear.

WHAT ROLE DID FEAR PLAY IN CREATING

things. Sometimes you feel like you've lost 
something but can’t figure out what: your 
keys, your car, your boyfriend. I realized 
what I'd really lost was my country and the 
idea of where I come from. A lot of people 
share that feeling and don’t articulate it. 


DO YOU FIND HOPE IN ANY OF THE CANDI- 
DATES? I’m a Democrat, and I think both 
candidates are amazing. I’m not a Mc- 
Cain fan, but I did like that he called Rush 
Limbaugh a clown. Then someone on a 
talk show said he owed an apology. And 
McCain agreed. He apologized to Bozo and 
Crusty and the other clowns who didn't 
want to be in the same category as Lim- 
baugh. I thought, “Thank you. Finally a 
little humor.” Electing a president isn’t 
something dire, but bureaucrats feel they 
have to be super-sanctimonious, which 
makes their language so stilted. They’re 
afraid to offend, so they say nothing. 


WHY DOES HOMELAND HAVE MORE ELECTRON- 
IC GROOVES AND MORE IMPROVISATION THAN 
YOUR EARLIER WORKS? If it’s too highly 
programmed, it’s no fun to play. You’re do- 
ing the same thing every night. I built this 
music on the road through collaborations 
with all kinds of musicians: rockers, the 
downtown avant-garde, electro-pop peo- 
ple. | also became mesmerized by Tuvan 
throat singers. It’s like listening to some- 
one whose head is a radio tuned to nine 
stations at once. Homeland has a lot of odd 
beats, and my big challenge is showing the 
musicians where the downbeat is. If they 
don’t feel it in the same place, we're dead. 


YOU AND LOU ARE A QUINTESSENTIAL NEW 
YORK COUPLE. HOW CONNECTED DO YOU FEEL 
TO THE CITY? | love this city. I've lived in 

so many different New Yorks. Now I'm 
living in a Minneapolis-style New York 

in Tribeca, with all kinds of people and

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BACK ON TOP 


With a LINE UP of established stars and promising up-and-comers, 2008 could be great

their 86-year streak of futility and won 

their first World Series title since 1918, 
octogenarians throughout the region breathed a 
collective sigh of relief. Generations of Red Sox 
fans had gone their entire lives without seeing 
their beloved hometown nine win it all, but now, 
the oldest could rest easy and die in peace. 

In 2007, only toddlers could say they hadn't 
seen the Sox as champions, and with no major 
changes in the offseason, Boston enters 2008 
with the team that dismantled the Colorado 
Rockies almost completely intact. Lovable losers 
no more, the Boston Red Sox are a juggernaut, 
with two of the best hitters in the game, a 
pitching staff that’s deep, young, and talented, 
and a crop of home-grown stars-of-tomorrow 
capable of keeping this team at the top of the 
American League for many years to come. 


STARTERS 
JOSH BECKETT bounced back from an off- 
and-on first year in Boston (16-11, with a 5.01 
ERA and 158 K in just over 200 innings, but no 
problems with the blisters that had hampered 
him in the past) to post the majors’ only 20-win 
season (20-7), with an ERA of 3.27 and 194 
strikeouts, good enough for second in the AL 
Cy Young voting, behind hefty Indians hurler 
C.C. Sabathia. But it was in the postseason that 
Beckett truly shined, going 4-0 with a 1.20 ERA 
and 35 Ks (to just a pair of walks). The wins 
weren't just window dressing on the Sox’ path 
to victory, either: Beckett held serve against a 
feisty Cleveland team looking to close out the 
ALCS, throwing eight innings of five-hit ball to 
stave off elimination and force a Game 6, and 
belly-punched the upstart Colorado Rockies 
— winners of 21 of their previous 22 games 
— with a seven-inning one-hitter in Game 1 of 
the World Series, setting the table for Boston's 
ultimate sweep. 

Since 2005, Beckett has the most wins in 


i n 2004, when the Boston Red Sox broke 
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the major league (51-26, with new Mets’ ace 
Johan Santana close behind with 50 wins), 
and if he can steer clear of injury — an 
“avulsion” on his finger forced a short trip 

to the DL this past season, and he’s been 
hampered by a tricky back this spring training 
— he could go down as one of the best of 

his generation, and one of the best big-game 
pitchers of all time. Locking this guy up 
didn’t get a ton of attention when it happened, 
but considering what front-line pitchers are 
getting on the free-agent market, it was one 
of the best moves Theo & Co. has made ia 
recent memory. Beckett is an ace, plain and 
simple. 

Beckett’s path to dominance in Boston 
should lend hope to those a bit disappointed 
with DAISUKE MATSUZAKA’s sometimes- 
struggling year in 2007. The all-world 
Japanese righty arrived in town with 
unprecedented fanfare and media attention 
(on both sides of the planet) to match, and 
it seemed as if living under the microscope 
got to him at times. He was solid — 15-12 
with a 4.40 ERA in 32 starts/204.2 innings 
(both team highs) with 201 strikeouts and 80 
walks — just not the lock-down sure thing 
some expected (25 HR allowed, control 
problems that took him deep into way too 
many counts). That being said, Beckett 
himself had to make a bit of an adjustment 
after his trade from Florida, and he was born 
in Texas, not Tokyo. Playing in Boston isn’t 
always easy, on top of having to move your 
family to another country, get to know a new 
language, new teammates, new opponents 
— new everything — all while the Japanese 
press corps is microanalyzing your latest 
haircut. So give Matsuzaka a pass for his 
“rookie” year, and let’s see what he can do 
now that he knows the neighborhood. Here’s 
saying he does very well this year, and 
ends up first or second on the team in most 


statistical categories, good enough for top-five 
consideration come Cy Young time. 

The CURT SCHILLING injury saga 
has devolved into a he-said-she-said debate 
between the Red Sox medical staff and the 
pitcher and his doctor. Unfortunately, this 
means we might never know what actually 
happened to Schilling’s arm, or why the Sox 
couldn't get his one-year contract insured. 
And I don’t think he's going to pitch this year, 
or maybe ever again. But, if he can make 
some kind of recovery and help out down the 
stretch for a potential pennant race, or if he 
can stay positive and help the staff's younger 
pitchers with development, he could earn a 
good part of his salary right there. Love him 
or hate him, he knows how to win big games, 
and the intangibles he can share with the 
talented twentysomething hurlers coming up 
this year could go a long way toward getting 
this team back to the playoffs, this year and 
down the road. 

TIM WAKEFIELD (17-12, 4.76, 110 K/64 
BB in 2007) is 41, but knuckleballers throw 
forever, and he’s had a decent spring. With 
Doug Mirabelli released, Wake has a new 
catcher to throw to/chase his past balls, most 
likely Kevin Cash, so we'll see what kind of 
effect that has on his performance. He can 
still get in a groove (11-3 in 14 starts from 
June 12 to August 25 this past season, leading 
the majors in wins over that stretch), and 
finished 2007 with a career high in wins (17), 
good for eighth in the AL. When the knuckler 
is floating, Wakefield can chew up innings 
and really give a tired bullpen a break. Plus, 
as he’s shown in the past, he’s willing to do 
anything to help the squad. Like Schilling, 
another positive influence on the field and off 
for this young staff, something you can’t get 
too much of. 

JON LESTER and CLAY BUCHHOLZ 
— the Red Sox’ new dynamic duo on the 
mound — represent the future of the staff, 
although in many ways the future is now. 
Lester, 24, survived a much-publicized battle 
with lymphoma to go 4-0 in 11 starts (4.57 
ERA, 50 K/31 BB) down the stretch, capping 
off his fairy-tale season with a World Series 
clinching win against the Rockies. Buchholz 
had his own dream season, tossing a no-hitter 
in his second start (the first ever no-no by a 
Sox rookie), going 3-1 with a 1.59 ERA and 
22 K (10 BB). The 23-year-old was shut down 
due to arm fatigue in late September, a sign 
that team management knows what they 
have here and are willing to sacrifice short- 
term gains for long-term prosperity. Young 
pitchers don’t always work out (has anyone 
seen Kerry Wood or Mark Prior lately?) but if 
management — and the fanbase — continue 
to be patient, Lester and Buchholz could 
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contribute here for a long time. Lester has been 
tapped to start one of the games in Japan and 
Buchholz will start one of the exhibition games 
the team has against Japanese pro clubs. Let’s 
see what they can do. 


BULLPEN 


As good as the starting rotation on this team 
was this past year, the bullpen was at least as 
good, and should continue to close out games 
in 2008. One of the biggest parts of the late- 
‘90s Yankees dynasty was the freight train they 
had coming out of the bullpen, taking a ton of 
pressure off New York's starters and putting it 
squarely on opponents: if you didn’t get to those 
Yankees teams in the first six innings, chances 
are you weren't getting to them at all. The Red 
Sox pen is getting that same swagger, with a 
mix of crafty veterans (MIKE TIMLIN, in most 
likely his last year, and the always amusing 
JULIAN TAVAREZ) and young studs leading 

up to JONATHAN PAPELBON, who somehow 
manages to balance his off-field clowning with 
on-field devastation. HIDEKI OKAJIMA emerged 
as one of the best set-up guys in the league, and 
Boston's own MANNY DELCARMEN really 
blossomed as well, posting a 2.05 ERA and 41 
strikeouts in 44 innings, giving the Red Sox 

two strong options in the eighth. After that, 
Papelbon has been lights out, saving 37 saves in 
40 chances (1.85 ERA, 84 K to 15 BB) in 2007. 
What's really scary is that, at 27, Papelbon’s best 
years are still ahead of him. 


INFIELD 

The Red Sox infield was full of surprises in 2007, 
with the debut of Justin Pedroia and break-out 
years from Mike Lowell and Kevin Youkilis. The 
crew returns intact for 2008, and its performance 
will go a long way toward getting the Red Sox 
back into the postseason. 

In his second full season with the big team, 
KEVIN YOUKILIS hit career highs in batting 
average (.288), home runs (16) and RBI (81), 
and was flawless at first base — going 135 games 
without an error. There's no better glove on 
the team, and his flexibility (12 starts at third 
base) allows for substitutions in National League 
parks, or days off for Lowell. 

After an abysmal April that had the talk- 
radio goons calling for his head, DUSTIN e 
PEDROIA finally found his swing and put 
together an impressive big-league debut — .317 
batting average, 39 doubles (second on the 
team behind David Ortiz), with 8 HR and 50 RBI 
— that won him American League Rookie of the 
Year. Pedroia has produced at every level of his 
development, and he needs to continue to do so. 
The league is full of plenty of guys who made a 
big splash as ROY and then faded into obscurity 
(see Hinske, Eric). 

MIKE LOWELL did what they tell you to do 
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in contract years: produce. His .324 BA, 191 hits 
(team high), 21 HR (second behind Ortiz), 120 
RBI, 37 doubles, and .501 slugging percentage 
(also second behind Ortiz), not only picked the 
team up when Manny wasn’t being Manny, it also 
pushed the Sox to offer him a new deal, when 
some thought they'd resume their pursuit of Alex 
Rodriguez. The fact is that Lowell might not put 
up crazy numbers again, but his swing was made 
for Fenway and the Green Monster, he’s shown 
he can thrive in this environment (where other 
big-name additions couldn't), and the fans love 
him. Not bad for the throw-in contract on the 
Beckett trade. Thank you, Jeffrey Loria. 

Sooner or later, the Red Sox will have to 
find their catcher of the future, but for now, team 
captain JASON VARITEK keeps chugging along. 
Varitek is looking for another extension, and 
unless the Sox chase someone in free agency, 
it seems as if he'll get it: he’s the thread that 
holds the staff together, he’s as good as anyone 
in calling a game, his offensive production has 
stayed stable (.255 BA, 17 HR, 68 RBI), and he 
already knows a little Japanese. It'll be curious 
to see how Kevin Cash does with Wakefield, and 
at the plate: his anemic bat makes the dearly 
departed Doug Mirabelli look like Johnny .5ench. 

At shortstop you have JULIO LUGO, one 
of the team’s two options at leadoff in 2007 
(we'll get to Coco in a minute), neither of whom 
seemed to ever get on base. Lugo stole 33 bases 
(not bad for a team that doesn’t really run) and 
played solid defense, but his .237 average left a 
little to be desired. Why is it that the high-priced 
free agents Theo develops big crushes on rarely 
pan out, while the not-so-obvious deals always 
end up making him look like a genius? Give 
him a mulligan on this one — every team needs 
someone to hit ninth. 

On the bench are two of the most likeable 
guys in baseball, one new and one returning. 
SEAN CASEY, “The Mayor,” is the clubhouse 
guy’s clubhouse guy, and will spell Youkilis 
at first. ALEX CORA is a future big-league 
manager, and deserves credit for being a good 
soldier with regards to the Pedroia situation. 

He could've made a stink when Terry Francona 
stuck with his youngster, especially since Cora 
was producing where Pedroia wasn't, but he was 
a pro throughout the whole thing, and mentored 
the rookie, playing a big part in his breakout. 
Cora can play both second and short. 


OUTFIELD 

Get a good look at the Red Sox outfield, because 
chances are it could be very different in 2009, 
and possibly as early as the All-Star Break. 
Center fielder COCO CRISP is hanging on by 

a thread, and most likely the only reason he 
hasn't been dealt yet is because of the injury 
that’s scaring off prospective suitors. MANNY 
RAMIREZ is taking a new-age approach to the 


upcoming season, but if the mediation and yoga 
don't pay off, new agent Scott Boras was brought 
on to be sure. The Red Sox have a $20 million 
option for 2009, and Manny has publicly stated 
that he’d like to stay in Boston (a somewhat 
bizarre turnaround from past trade demands . . 

. only somewhat bizarre, since it’s Manny we're 
talking about), but management has made no 
secret of its desire to free itself from the burden 
of his mammoth deal. On top of all this, Manny’s 
coming off his worst season (.296 BA, 20 HR, 88 
RBD), and while he spent the offseasor working 
out with Pedroia and Youkilis at the renowned 
Athletes’ Performance training facility in 
Arizona, some are wondering whether Manny’s 
best days are behind him. He'll be 36 in May, but 
sits at 490 HR and could be considered the best 
right-handed hitter of his generation. Enjoy him 
while you can. 

J.D. DREW is another one of Theo’s big free 
agents who stumbled a bit out of the gate, but 
personal issues played a big factor in that, and so 
we're giving him a (reluctant) mulligan as well. 
After all, $14 million is a lot to pay for .270, 11 
homers, and 64 RBI. He showed some spark in 
the postseason, so let’s see what he can do with 
his head in the game again. 

JACOBY ELLSBURY is the Sox’ center 
fielder in waiting and a potential Rookie of 
the Year candidate, following his eye-opening 
performance down the stretch and in the 
postseason. He’s had a bit of trouble in spring 
training, but he’s got the tools and could be the 
leadoff guy the Sox have needed since Johnny 
Damon went south. Francona’s in a tough spot 
here, trying to say the right things, but there’s 
no real way Ellsbury sits all season. With the 
spring training development of BRANDON 
MOSS (Pawtucket’s MVP in 2007), why not 
move Coco for pitching, put Ellsbury in center, 
and bring up Moss as your fourth outfielder? 
Maybe too many lefty bats, maybe too much 
youth, but these guys are going to play at some 
point. If they can get something for Crisp, the 
Red Sox should make this deal, and embrace 
their future. 


DESIGNATED HITTER 

Even slowed by a bum knee, DAVID ORTIZ 
still produced the best offensive numbers on 
the club in 2007: .332 average, 52 doubles, 35 
homers, 117 RBI, .621 slugging, and.445 OBP 
(both team best). He’s a bit behind in spring 
training thanks to offseason surgery, and isn't 
happy about the upcoming trip to Japan, but 
Ortiz is as reliable as they come. Provided he 
doesn't push things, and Manny returns to form 
to protect him in the cleanup spot, Ortiz will 
remain one of the toughest outs in baseball.

The Red Sox’s biggest challengers this season are 
in the American League, but not from the Bronx

irst things first: if the Boston Red Sox don’t 
win the 2008 World Series, it'll be because 
they're not in the 2008 World Series. 

For some reason, whether playing as a wild- 
card or a divisional winner, this team has had 
much more trouble getting to the Fall Classic 
than actually winning the thing. In both 2004 
and 2007, the Red Sox faced almost certain 
elimination — digging into a 3-0 hole against the 
Yankees and a 3-1 deficit this past year against 
the Indians — before rallying and punching their 
ticket to the next round. But once on the big 
stage, it was all brooms, with almost laughable 
four-game sweeps over St. Louis and Colorado 
And it’s not as if the Senior Circuit reps were 
without pedigree, either. In 2004, I was terrified of 
what Albert Pujols & Co. might do to the Green 
Monster, yet they fizzled. And the 2007 Rockies 
were only the hottest team in baseball, having 
won 21 of 22 games heading into the World Series 
— a streak the Sox ended without mercy. 

So stop worrying about the World 
Series. Turns out it’s the American League 
Championship Series that stands as the Sox’ 
real challenge. And with two potential monsters 
lurking in the AL Central Division, as well as 
traditional foes in the East and possible spoilers 
in the West, this year should be no different 


AL EAST 
Coming off their first divisional title since 1995, 
the Red Sox have swung the balance of power 
in the American League East north, away from 
the Yankees. Yes, the New York lineup is scary 
Yes, they'll take advantage of bad pitching with 
double-digit poundings. And, yes, they still have 
the best player in the game in Alex Rodriguez. 
However, something just doesn’t seem right 

This year marks the second offseason in a 
row where the Yankees haven't made some kind 
of big, bloated, we’re-gonna-pay-more-than-he’s- 
worth-because-we’re-the-Yankees-dammit! free- 
agent signing. So while they've still got Damon 
and Matsui and Posada and Giambi and Jeter, 
only all those guys are a year older and one bad 
bounce (or clumsy outfield dive or mysterious 
parasitic tumor, depending on who you're talking 
about) away from a long ride on the disabled 
list. Their young pitching, especially stud Phil 
Hughes and Joba Chamberlain, is promising, and 
they’re slowly reloading elsewhere with the likes 
of Robinson Cano and Melky Cabrera, but I just 
see the East — and since the Central is stacked, 
no team in the East should count on the Wild 
Card — slipping away from them 

Taking their place, perhaps with a little 
less Evil Empire-esque drama, should be the 
Toronto Blue Jays. The Jays have put together a 
neat little team, adding ex-Cardinals Scott Rolen 
and David Eckstein to go with Vernon Wells and 
Alex Rios. Their staff is solid, and B.J. Ryan is 
allegedly healthy again. I think this team could 
be part of a three-team traffic jam in the middle 
of the AL East standings.
